developed that a strong line-up had 
been formed in the committee be- 
tween those who felt that a state 
board of equalizers wag an essential 
part of any adequate scheme of tex 
revision and those who felt county 
boards of equalizers would accom- 
plish all that was needed just now. 
Lipscomb Bill by Substitute. 

After it had been settled that a 
state board of equalizers was not 
wanted, the committee voted to report 
as a substitute the Lipscomb bill, the 
bill drawn up by the subcommittee 
with two amendments proposed by 
Mr. Sheppard, of Sumter. 

This bill follows substantially the 
Original bill so far as county boards 
of equalizers are concerned, but 
strikes out all sections creating and 
defining the duties of a state board of 
equalization. 

In the measure as reported no pro- 
Vision for the adjustment of taxation | 
between the counties is made, that 
being left entirely as ig is now, except 
that the comptroller general is given 
the right to call county boards’ at- 
tention to such inequalizaton as he

The name of former Congressman

Martin L. “Mulhall, self-confessed 
chief lobbyist for the National Manu- 
facturers’ association, swore that 
Brantley was on thé “black list” of 
the manufacturers, and that orders 
were issued to “knock ont” the 
Georgian along with other congress- 
men not liked by the association. 

This development in regard to Brant- 
ley is a bit remarkable in view of 
the fact that during his last term in 
congress he was lampooned in certain 
papers as a “Cannon democrat” and a 
“tool of the interests.” 

The sworn statement of the chief 
lobbyist, however, shows th@t Brant- 
ley was so hostile to the “interests” 
that they ordered him to be “knocked 
out.” 

Washington, July 15.—The_ senate 
lobby investigating committee made 
410 knots today over the sea of the 
Martin M. Mulhall correspondence.

The bil] reported provides for the 
creation of county boards of equaliza- 
tion in each county to be appointed by 
the superior court on the recommen- 
dation of the county commissioners in 
those counties which have boards of 
commissioners and in other counties 
on the recommendation of the ordi- 
nary,, clerk and tax collector. They 
are to hold office for a term of six 
years and. are to be paid not less than 
$2 nor more than $5 per day for the 
time that they actually work, the ex- 
act sum to be fixed by the county 
commissioners.

ANGRY HUSBAND KILLS

Henry M’Clelland. Shot Dead 
When Found by F. L. George 
in His House. 


Savannah, Ga., July 15—J. L. George 
entered the room of Henry J. McClel- 
lan, a boarder at his wife’s home, this 
afternoon about 3 o’clock and with the 
words, “Get down on your Knees and 
pray to vour God, for I’m going to 
kill you right now,” shot. and mor- 
tally wounded McCtellan, who died in 
less than an hour afterwards.

“But it 
just had to be,” he said. 

McClellan was the son of Mgs. J. 
Beck, of this city. Both men were 
employees of the streets and lanes de- 
partment of the city. There were no 
eye-witnesses to the shooting.

“In devoting a part of my vacation 
to lecturing, Id what 1 believe 
to be proper, and I have no fear what- 
ever that any unbiased person will 
criticise me when he knows the facts. 

“For seventeen years the sources of 
my income have been writing and lec- 
turing, but each year I have made 
more public speeches, without compen- 
sation and where I have paid my own 
traveling expenses, than I have where 
compensation was received.’ My earn- 
ing capacity has been large and I have 
made not only an income sufficient for 
my immediate needs, but have saved, 
on an average, something more than 
ten thousand dollars a year.

ONE CHILD KILLED, GRIGGS AND TREUTLEN MAYOR WILL RUSH ~ 


ANOTHER MAY DIE. FAVORED BY COMMITEE’ WORK ON STREET 


Creation of Atkinson and James | 


In Same Hour Horse Kills 


One and Mule Injures the. 


Other—Robert Stewart Is 
Dead. 


Two young boys were fatally in- 
jured yesterday at almost the same 
hour when they were kicked 
head by a horse and a mule. The 
eldest victim, Robert Stewart, aged 
9, died almost instantly. The other, 
Jeffries Barryhill, aged 5, was carried 
to Grady hospital. He is not expected 
to survive. 

The accidents occurred in different 
parts of the city, put almost at the 
same time. The dead child was the 
son of Mrs. Belle Stewart, of 63 Ella 
street. He was riding his father’s 
horse along Stewart avenue near 
Wells street when the animal became 
frightened. 

He was thrown from the saddle and 
as his body fell to the ground the 
animal’s hoof struck him in the head, 
crushing the skull. He was dead 
when the ambulance arrived from 
Grady hospital. His form had been 
pitched directly over the horse’s head. 

The Barryhill child lives at 808 
Marietta street. Shortly after noon 
he was playing in the front yard of 
his Home, when a mule belonging to 
his father escaped: from the horse lot 
and ran through the yard. 

The boy was in the animal’s path 
and before he could move the animal 
stepped upon him, inflicting a wide 
fash in the forehead just above tne 
left eye. He was knocked uncon- 
scious and at Grady hospital, where 
he was rushed in an ambulance, sur- 
geons say there is little hope for re- 
covery.

Numbers of residents and lawyers 
retained appeared for both sides in 
each instance, except in the case of 
Treutlen county, the hearing in fa- 
vor of which was held last Thursday 
afternon. 

There were several large delegations 
present from the various counties af- 
fected, and the house chamber, where 
the committee met, was crowded to its 
capacity. 

Three Countries Affected. 

The creation of Griggs county af- 
fects Worth, Colquitt and Mitchell 
counties. In favor af Griggs statistics 
were produced showing that the new 
county will have a population of 12,- 
320, taxable values of $2,746,225 and 
an area of 260 square miles. Doerun 
is the proposed county seat. 

W. J. Bush, of Colquitt county; Mr.

UNITED STATES 


To Declare Intentions in Re- 
gard to Chaotic Conditions 
in Mexico — Situation Is 
Intolerable for Foreigners. 


Washingten, July 15.—Administra- 
tion officials admitted tonight that 
the situation in Mexico and diplomatie 
inquiries over Europe as to what the 
attitude of this country would be to- 
ward its neighbor on the south were 
engaging their deepest attention. 

Secretary Bryan had a two-hour 
conference with President Wilson to- 
day and the foremost subject before 
them was the Mexican problém. 
Earlier in the day it had been dis- 
cussed at length at the cabinet meet- 
ing. 

It is stated that European diplo- 
mats stationed in Mexico City have 
sent to their respective governments 
identical notes, in which they declare 
that the position taken by the United 
States with reference to Mexico is 
contributing to revolutionary condi- 
tions and suggesting that the repre- 
sentatives at Washington of the re- 
Spective European countries be in- 
Structed to request recognition or 
that the United States assume re- 
sponsibility for affairs here. 

Mr. Bryan declined to.say what the 
policy of the United States govern- 
ment would ‘he toward any European 
representations, but intimated that a 
pronouncement on the situation might 
be expected in a short time. 

It is known that the administration 
officials have been continuously op- 
posed to recognition of the Huerta 
government until ‘elections were held

Dr. S. A. Visanska, chairman of the 
special milk investigating committee, 
presented the detailed committee re- 
port, proposing the survey and recom- 
mending Dr. Charles E. North, sanl- 
tarian of New York city, to prosecute 
the work in Atlanta. 

“From our investigation of the past 
few months the committee believes 
that such an investigation would serve 
both to improve the milk conditions 
generally and awaken the public to 
the vital importance of this question 
in the life of the city,” said Dr. 
Visanska. : 

“This is our principle recommenda- 
tion, that Dr. North be brought to At- 
lanta to make a detailed report, but 
we would also recommend that the in-

Dr. Funke Also Proposed. 

While it is belleved by chamber of 
commerce members that such an in- 
vestigation, followed by a detailed re- 
port of conditions, will be made in 
the near future, there is some doubt 
as to whether or not Dr. North 
be the one selected. 

It was proposed by Dr. Edgar Paul- 
lin, president of the Fulton County 
Medical society, that the investiga- 
tion be made by an Atlanta man, Dr. 
John Funke, who, as chairman of the 
milk commission of the Fulton coun- 
ty society, has already been engaged 
in investigation of milk conditions. 

“We can get as good a survey of 
the milk situation from a man like 
Dr. Funke, who is living among us, as 
we can from a New York expert,” said 
Dr. Paullin. 

The question will be taken up at 
meetings of the special committee 
and of the chamber of commerce di- 
rectors within the next few weeks 
with a view of arranging for the sur- 
vey. V. H. Kriegshaber proposed at 
the luncheon that active steps be 
taken at once to raise the funds 
necessary to bring Dr. North to At- 
lanta for the investigation. 

Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, state veteri- 
narian, made an interesting address 
before the luncheon gathering, telling 
of the fight that has been made 
against tubercular cows tin the effort 
to give the people of Georgia pure 
milk.

With respect to the undoubted atrocities 
being practiced in Mexico, and the anxiety 
of Europe over them, America might con- 
sistently retort with the old adage about 
the “pot and the kettle.’ disorder, 
pillage and murder in Mexico cannot hold 
a candle to the saturnalia turned loose in 
the Balkans, but at which Europe looks on 
with cynical complacence. Not even under 
Turkish rule were there more massacres, 
or conditions more despicable and unspeak- 
able, than at present exist in the Balkans. 
It is as though the Bulgarians had reverted 
to barbarism, or even worse than barbarism, 
in their headlong recklessness of estab- 
lished conventions of war. The Greeks are 
preserving a manly program. The Bulga- 
rians have run insane with blood-lust and 
surrender to the most carnal and bestial of 
instincts. And Europe, which has the 
power to quell these ghastly conditions, is 
quietly waiting for the conflict to “exhaust 
itself.” 

That glaring inconsistency does not, 
however, relieve the United States from its 
responsibilities with regard to Mexico. The 
excited rebels. and the desperate federals 
are looting and attacking right and left. 
The Monroe doctrine, to which our own na- 
tion is irrevocably committed, enjoins any 
foreign nation from interfering. Simulta- 
neously it puts the responsibility for the 
preservation of life and property on Amer- 
ica. Admittedly, the situation is a difficult 
one, but it fs one the meeting of which 
cannot long be postponed. 

What is to be the outcome is a matter 
of doubt. Any policy is a dangerous policy. 
We do not court an and pro- 
tracted guerrilla warfare with Mexico.

“It seems a pity that conversation is a lost 
art,” remarked the retired merchant. “Peo- 
ple nowadays never talk of anything but the | 
crops and the weather and the political sit- 
uation. In the grand old days we read 
about brilliant dialogue was the regular 
thing whenever men and women assembled.” 

“I suppose you got your information from 
some doggone historical novel,” said the ho- 
tel keeper.

80, witty they couldn't see straight. They 
fired scintillating badinage at each other for 
hours at a stretch. If they really were that 
sort of people they must have been great 
bores. If there’s any chump on earth who 
gives me a remittent pain in the thorax, it 
is the one who's always trying to say some- 
thing sparkling. 

“It’s all right to say something funny once 
in a while, if you’re sure it’s funny before 
you say it, but if you keep on trying to be 
clever you'll notice after a while that peo- 
ple quit inviting you to their candy pullings 
and barn raisings, and you find yourself so 
S80 you'll have’ somebody who'll stand for 
your witticisms. 

“We have more sense now than they had 
in the days of Talleyrand and those _profes- 
sional wits who have gone down into _his- 
tory. That man Talleyrand used to lie awake 
at nights thinking up cute things to say. 


making an enemy, and when he died there 
wasn't a man anywhere who would under- 
take to see that his grave was kept green 
without being paid in advance.

CABARETS.

A cabaret is one of the importations from 
France which has been overlooked by the 
party in favor of prohibitive tariff. It con- 
sists of a restaurant afflicted with both food 
and vaudeville.

if For many years it was the sacred duty 
of the American tourist to visit a cabaret 
in Paris, and the cloak and suit buyer who 
had not had his toes stepped upon by a beau- 
tiful young lady Tangoist during the soup 
eourse in a Paris cafe was considered too 
green for good company. . 

A few years ago the cabaret show was 
transplanted to New York, where it grew 
luxuriantly and proved a great. boon to a 
large number of metropolitan citizens who 
were slowly starving to death for the want 
of sufficient music to enable them to masti- 
eate their food. It is now possible to buy 
in New York for two dollars a nine-course 
vaudeville entertainment accompanied by 
food. With a little practice one can become 
very skillful in devouring these dances and 
ean turkey trot a steak or Ppuppy-snugegle an 
ovster with sreat deftness. America con- 
tains few more startling sights than that of 
a room full of well-dressed citizens looping 
their soup to the strains of a Tango tune 
while ever and anon an exquisitely painted 
entertaineress flits down the aisle and hur- 
dies 2 waiter.

DID WASHINGTON CUT 
THE CHERRY TREE? 


One of the prettiest little stories told 
regarding George Washington is this inci- 
dent connected with the Cherry Tree, which 
has for a generation or more been used by 


-the parent to teach his offspring the value 


of always telling the truth. This story first 
appeared in Weems’ “Life of Washington, 
with Curious Anecdotes,” in 1806, and has 
made Washington as well known for boyish 
truthfulness as for any qualities as a gen- 
eral or statesman. Except for Bible stories, 
it has probably been read by more Americans 
than any other in our history. : 

With the thought that there may be some 
few who are unfamiliar-with the story, we 
reprint it briefly as told by Weems: ‘“When 
George was about six years old he was mada 
the wealthy owner of a hatchet. He was 
constantly going about chopping everything 
that came in: his way. One day, in the gar- 
den, where he often amused himself, he 
unluckily tried the edge of his hatchet on 
the body of a beautiful young English cherry 
tree, which he barked so terribly that I don't 
believe the tree ever got better of it. 

“The next morning the father finding out 
what had befallen his tree, came into the 
house, and with much warmth asked for 
the mischievious author. Nobody could tell 
him anything about it. Presently George and 
his hatchet made their appearance. ‘George,’ 
said his father, ‘do you know who killed that 
beautiful cherry tree yonder in the garden?’ 
This was a tough question, and George stag- 
gered under it for a moment. But quickly 
recovering himself, and looking at his father 
with the sweet face of youth brightening 
with the expressible charm of all-conquering 
truth, he bravely said: ‘I can’t tell a lie, pa; 
I cut it with my hatchet.’ ‘Run to my arms, 
my dearest boy,’ said the father, ‘such an 


act of truthfulness on the part of my boy is 
worth more to me than a thousand cherry 
treés.’”’ 


The first edition of Weems’ “Life of 
Washington” appeared shortly after Wash- 
ington’s deata, and was dedicated to Mrs. 
Washington. It was in the fifth edition in 
1806, in which the author inserted much new 
material, especially the anecdotes of Wash- 
ington’s youth, that appeared the story of 
the cherry tree, the story of the seeds which 
sO mysteriously grew up in the shape of 
George's name, and of the apple tree and its 
fruit which taught George to be generous. 


Whether these stories are authentic or 
not, Weems had lots of opportunity for learn- 
ing facts about Washington from relatives 
and intimate friends of that great man. But 
strange to say, no one else connected with 
the Washington circle ever heard the stories 
Weems télls, nor were they prone to believe 
them when they appeared. Thé aged lady 
whom Weems makes his authority was never 
identified. 


Another thing that caused a doubt as to 
the cherry tree story was that a son of the 
historian, when he was a very old man, 
rélated that the incident happened not to 
Washington, but to Weems’ oldest son, Jesse, 
when the latter was about'5 years old, and 
was transferred to the “Father of His Coun- 
try.” If Weems had told the full truth of 
the story, the sequel would have been differ- 
ent, for when the biographer called his boy 
to him for an explanation, instead of admir- 
ing him for his truthfulness, he gave him a 
sound trashing. 

On the other hand, however, there have. 
been those who have beén busy in their 
efforts to confirm the story, and among other 
things to substantiate it, they present a Ger- 
man beer mug which is held in a valuable 
collection of relics at Princeton, N. J. The 
mug contains a picture of the boy George, 
the hatchet and the cherry tree, as well as 
the initials, “G. W-’ and the date “1770.” The 
mug belongs to the period of German manu- 
facture, between 1770 and 1790. That is to 
say, the mug antedates Weems’ printed 
version of the story something like twenty 
years. <And it, therefore, offers evidence in 
support of the historical accuracy of this 
well-known incident. 

The particular bit of collateral testimony 
from across the water was picked up by an 
American traveler in a German bamilet on 
the shore of the North sea, and brought to 
this country some years ago. Without any 
fuller confirmation the story. of the cherry 
tree is entitled to the bénefit of belief, and 
in the absence of any proof or contemporary 
statement to the contrary, such evidence as 
is furnished by a piece of historical pottery 
is of very considerable weight in establish- 


‘Ming the authenticity of the story. 


TEACHERS DENOUNCE “KITING” 


FOR WHICH THEY ARE PAYING} 


Strong protest is made by Luther Elrod, 
H. H. Stone and Bernard Awtrey, legislative 
committee of the county school teachers of 
Georgia, against delayed payment of county 
school teachers and especially against the 
practice of treasury “kiting” of funds con- 
stitutionally provided for the teachers. 

Of the same tenor is a card to The Con- 
stitution from H. H. Stone, president of the 
board of education of Newton county. : 

Dwindling Percentages. 

President Stone’s card follows: 

Editor Constitution: It has been a long time 
since the teachers in the common schools of Georgia 
have’had a square dea} from the state. Their salary 
payments have been infrequently made, and when 
made have too frequently been discounted by neces- 
sity at ruinous rateg. 

Year by year the payment of the common schools 
appropriation is more and more deferred. By June 
1, 1908S, thirty per cent (30 per cent) of the school 
fund for that year had been paid; by June 1, 1909, 
twenty per cent (20 per cent); by June 1, 1910, twenty 
per cent (20 per cent); by June 1, 1911, ten per cent 
(10 per cént); by June 1, 1912, ten per cent (10 per 
cent); by June 1, 1913, nothing. 

Where has this money gone each year which had 
previously been devoted to paying to the common 
schools a small part of what was by legislative 
enactment their due? It must have gone either to 
enlarge some enterprise or institution of the state 
already existing, or else to foster some new under- 
taking which the legislature had deemed worthy of 
recognition.

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TAPEWORMS. 


A Bulletin Issued by the Georgia State 
Board of Health

, 2 ae uch 

for its truthfulness, of a man who went into 
a restaurant and cailed for a dozen spoiled 
oysters. After partaking of them he told 
the waiter to bring him a dozen of: the 
very finest oysters to ne had. The waiter 
served the order and for a while suppressed 
his curtosity. Finally, it got the best of 
him and he asked the patron why he ate 
the bad oysters and then the good ones. The 
patron replied that it was because he had 
a tape-worm and he always fed it first. 

There have been a lot of anecdotes told 
about the “%tape-worm, most of them based 
on the idea that these intestinal parasites 
cause a person infected by one to have an 
enormous appetite. An unusually large ap- 
petite may be a symptom of tape-worm, but 
on the other hand a patient may be har- 
boring a worm 30 or more feet long and 
yet have a very poor appetite. 

The only sure proof that a person has 
a tape-worm is in finding one or more of 
the broken off segments in his bowel dis- 
charges. or by finding the tape-worm eggs 
by a microscopical examination of the per-. 
son’s feces. The laboratories of the state 
board of health will make this examination 
free of charge. Mailing cases for sending 
specimens will be sent promptly to any one 
requesting them. Sometimes more than one 
examination is necessary. 

Besides the disturbances of appetite 
spoken of. above the victim may suffer from 
that. train of symptoms commonly spoken 
of as chronic indigestion. There may be 
vague abdominal pains, the formation of 
more or less large quantities of gas and 
nausea. Nervous symptoms may exist, such 
as headache, dizziness, convulsions, gnd it 
is said that even reflex insanity may be 
caused by the presence of a tape-worm in 
the intestine. Sometimes there are distur- 
bances of hearing and of vision, noises in 
the head, itching of the nose, and a ‘feeling 
of general weariness.

With the cut of $15,000 in the ap- 
propriation to the State College of Ag- 
riculture and the allowance of $20,t 9 
to the Medica] College of Augusta, 
both of which were forecasted in The 
Constitution correctly, the subcommit- 
tee report to the house committee on 
appropriations, which was made yes- 
terday afternoon, fixes the mainte- 
nance funds of the state’s institutions 
at the same figures that wereallowed 
last year. 

The cut of the college of agriculture 
is not from the maintenance fund 
proper, but from the fund used for ex- 
work, which is placed at 
$25,000 this year. Last year it was 
$40,000. The college asked for $70,000 
this year. ; 

The appropriations committee post- 
poned action on the sub-committee’s 
report until Wednesday afternoon. Be- 
sides the general appropriations bill, 
Several special appropriations were 
recommended by the sub-committee. 

$7,500 for Experiment Station. 

An important item was the recom- 
mendation of the sub-committee for 
the appropriation of $7,500 for’ the 
maintenance of the state experiment 
station. 

The appropriation committee has 
been cutting all the general appropria- 
tions to the bone and leaving such 
matters as this for the consideration 
of the house in special appropriation 
bills.

MILLEDGE WILL GET = 
FAVORABLE REPORT? 


New County Recommended, 5 to 
4, by Constitutional Amend- 
ment Committee. 


By a vote of five to four the con- 
stitutional amendments committee of 
the senate reported favorably upon 
the creation of the néw county of Mil- 
ledge, to be formed from the coun- 
ties of Burke, Jefferson, Emanuel and 
Jenkins, with Midville as the county 
seat. 

The héaring upon the measure lasted 
for two hours in the senate chamber, 
and for a half hour in the executive 
meeting of the committee. Leading the 
fight for the new eounty was Joe 
Hill Hall, of Bibb, who deplored the 
neglected and ueless condition of the 
land which it was proposed to take 
from the surrounding counties, and in- 
corporate into the new one.of Milledge 
where it would be enhanced twofold 
and its value returned in taxes for its 
true worth, he said. 

Others speaking in favor of the 
bill were H. L. Smitn, Robert M. Mupr- 
phy. Cc. I. Belt and J. W. Sandeford. 

Representatives H. J. Fullbright and 
E. V. Heath ,of Burke, with R. N. 
Hardeman, of Jefferson, were strong in 
their opposition to the measure, and 
said they voiced the sentiments of all 
the territory to be taken into the new 
county when they stated that it would 
be a hardship upon all the. counties 
concerned. 

The name of Milledge is taken from 
John Milledge, the man woh gave the 
state the University of Georgia. This ~ 
donated land is now used as the site 
of the university, and a great tract 
which the university was unable to 
use was sold for $100,000. This money 
was loaned to the state at 8 per cent 
interest. 

Barrow County Hearing. 

The bill proposing the creation of 
Barrow county with Winder as the 
county seat, the first general bill of 
consequence to pass the house this 
year, was yesterday set by the consti- 
tutional amendments committee of the 
senate for hearing at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. About the same time will 
be allowed for the hearing as was 
given by the house committee, 

The advocates of Barrow county 
are exceedingly hopeful of early and 
favorable action on the part of the 
senate, especially in view of the fact 
that the Barrow county bill passed 
the senate last year by a unanimous 
vote, after having come from the con- 
stitutional amendments committee 
with a unanimously favorable report. 

This year the Barrow county bill 
passed the house by a vote of 136 to 
35, a larger vote than has ever been 
given any new county measure with 
the exception of Toombs county, which 
had practically no opposition what- 
ever.

CABS AIDING CRIME 
DECLARE OFFICERS 


Report of Many Victims Lead 
the Police to Believe the 
“System” Is Operating in 
Atlanta. 


Assistant Chief E. L. Jett has begun 
a rigid investigation of cab lines in 
the Terminal station and downtown 
districts in an effort to end what the 
police believe to be a “system” of 
Criminal operations that has been in 
Practice for several weeks. 

The chief made a personal tour of 
the business section and Terminal dis- 
trict early last night. His action is a 
result of numerous complaints that 
have recently flooded police headquar- 
ters from victims of robberies and 
crime that were committed in cabs 
which had beén hired for conveyance 
to parts of the city. 


Promotion of Robberies, 

The police and detectives are of the 
theory that unlicensed cab lines are 
being opareted purely for the purpose 
of robbery and the promotion of crime. 
This has been shown by the discovery 
that a number of the hacks which fig- 
ured in robberies and hold-ups were 
not legally listed at police headquar- 
ters. 

One of the most glaring instances 
brought to official notice was the high- 
way robbery of two strangers a night 
Or so ago, who, upon obtaining a cab at 
the Terminal] station to be carried to a 
cress-town address, “were carried, un- 
aware of their whereabouts, to a deso- 
late section near Elliot street. 

There the cab was stopped in the 
shadows of a side street among a 
group of negroes: While the driver 
of the conveyance sat inactive on his 
seat, the negroes swiftly relieved the 
strangers of their money and valuables,
